ANNA GOULD'S MARRIAGE,

Anna Gould, the youngest daughter
of the late Jay Gould, was married to
Count Krnest Boniface de Castellane,
the eldest #on of the Marquis de Castel.
lane, at the New York home of her
brother, George J, Gould, March 4, 1805,
the late Archbishop Corrigan officlat-
Ing. Miss Gould's dowry was under-
stood to have been $18,000,000, and it
was further stated that her income was
§600,000 & year, Immediately after the
marriage the couple left the United
Stutes for France, where the extraves
gant manner in which they lived at-
tracted considerable attention. About
five years after the marrtage the Count
and Countess de Castellane wero re-
ported to be financially embarrassed, it
being alleged that the count had al-
ready spent about $7,000,000 of his wife's
money, An adjustment of the affalrs
of the count and countess became necs
essary and considerable lidgation fol-
lowed, with the result that the Gould
family intervened and the income of
the countess was cut down to $200,000,

On Feb, 5 of the present year the
Countess de Castellane entered a plea
for divorce, the hearing of which began
before Judge Ditte, Maitre Cruppi ap-
pearing for the countess, and Malire
Bonnet for the count, Evidence in the
shape of corregpondence hetween the
count and women was presented and
the case was adjoured to Nov, 7, when
the final pleas were made and the sait
adjourned until Nov, 14, On the fol-
lowlng day, Nov, § the case of the
count’'s ereditors was presentad to the
court mnd adjourned for two Wweeks.

OVER OLD FEUD

At Cheyenne Bad Feeling Between
Artillerymen and Infantry-
men Culminates.

KNIVES AND CLUBS ARE USED.

Several More or Less Scriously Huet

Cheyenne, Wyo, 4 Nov, 4. —Last
night's battle In the streets of Chey-
enne between soldiers of the Nineteenth
fleld artitlery and the Eleventh Infan-
try from"Fort Russell, will be Investi-
gated by the war department. 'The
sauguinary battle was the culmination
of a feud of long standg botween
these organizations. There has been
considerable rivalry betweon the (wo
branches of the servige, and recently
when two battallons of the Kleventh
lnfantry were ordfred to Cuba, the
artillerymen were detatled to round up
deserters. Thely n@unted patrol came
to Cheyenne and for two daye and
nights chused and captured many of
the Infantrymen who were hiding out,

It 18 charged that the artillerymen
ran the foot soldiers down with thelr
Forges, shot at them without cause,
wounded many, and otherwise mis-
treated them, This created a had feel-
Ing among the members of the Third
battalion left to garison Fort Russell,
Theva wore hot words passed back and
fourth and late last night a squad of
artillerymen attacked a number of the
infantryman. A number of knives,
clubs, and stones were used freely. The
police broke up the fight and captured
severnl of the combatants, the others
escaped,

Among those serlously hurt, are Pri«
vate John Cheeserian of the artillery,
stabbed in the chest, may die,

Corporal John Wise, Eleventh Infan-
try, stabbed across face and oue eye
destroyed,

Private Lane, Infantryman,
back of the head,
Private Layden, Eleventh, stabbed In
the face,

Private Irvine, Eleventh, beaten with
brasg knuckles and stabbed,

Others were wounded but fled, The
captured men were taken to the police
atation and their wounds dressed, later
being sent to the Fort Russell hospital,
All of the combatants had been drink-
ing.
